This year efforts 
will be made to reduce the Socialist 
control still further, cutting off the 
extensive municipal trading and the 
extravagant administration of the poor 
laws. 

The national campaign is still drag- 
ging. There are indicgtions that all 
is not working smoothly in the pro- 
posed codperation between Mr. Lloyd 
George and Prime Minister Bonar Law 
to avoid fights. Local Tories put up 
candidates for thirty seats which Mr. 
Lioyd George claimed belonged to him, 
ard be threatens to retaliate, saying 
thet he has from 100 to 150 more 
candidates up his sleeve which he 
will run, if the Tories do not drop their 
opposition to his men. 

Advantage to Socialists. 

The only result of such a spirit will 
be to allow Labor or the Asquith Lib- 
erals to gain several seats to which 
they are not entitled. Strenuous ef- 
forts are being made to fix up a truce, 
allowing the Lloyd George candidates 
a walk over in some constituencies, 
and the Tories in others.

The reparations commission insists 
that the mark can be stabilized with- 
out an international loan. The paper 
money floating in Germany amounts to 
500,000,000 gold marks [$125,000,000} 
while the reichshank still has more 
than 1,000,000,000 gold marks [$250.- 
000,000] in reserve. The reparations 
commission demands that Germany 
use this sum to stabilize the mark and 
that the nation sell all money printing 
plants without consideration of un- 
avoidable internal trouble, . 

M. Barthou, the French delegate, ex- 
pressed a conviction that the repara- 
tions commissions and. the German 
people will come to an agreement. He 
said he was agreeably surprised at find- 
ing “everybody willing to collaborate 
and play open cards.”

STRANGE THINGS THAT 
HAPPEN IN POULTRY YARD. 


VERY few days the postman 

comes into this department with 

a freak egg, specimens of curi- 

ous monstrosities from the poul- 
try yard, or a description of some 
curiosity that has recently appeared 
in some poultryman’s flock. Some of | 
these are common, while others are 
rare, but experts have studied these 
curious things about bird life and can 
create many of them artificially. Man 
is now able to develop some of the 
freakish forms and record about like 
the orchardist trains a tree to grow 
flatly against a wall or twist the trunk 
or branches into odd and peculiar 
shapes. 

Hens have been known to lay three 
eggs in a day and two are not uncom- 
mon, according to a writer.in the 
Poultry Success. He tells of many 
other freaks like the double egg in 
ore shell, a perfect egg inside of 
another egg. When these hatch they 
often produce monstrosities\— two 
headed, four legged birds, twins, etc. 
Then there is the small bird sized 
egg with and without the yolk; eggs 
that start to incubate before they are 
laid; soft shelled eggs; tailless birds; 
hybrids, half pheasant and chicken, 
half guinea and turkey; black chick- 
ens from mating of white fowls and 
white chickens from black fowls; 
wingless chickens; double sex chick- 
ens; chickens with feathers curled 
toward the head; featherless, naked 
neck, web footed and five toed chick- 
ans; crowing hens. There is aiso the 
nonlaying hen that is common, and 
the exceptional hen that lays 341 eggs 
in a year. e 

All kinds of freakish looking birds 
are produced by the poultry surgeon, 
who can remove the beak to make a 


‘human faced bird, or trim off thé chin 


and face and graft the skin in such 
a fashion that he has a headless 
according to the writer. 
Horned birds are created by grafting 


'a rooster’s spur in one place of the 


comb.
